CouAt was held UtA.ee timet a ye/Vi in ouA county, and the sessions drew 
an adudience that comprised most oi the able bodied people ion mile* 
anound. FanmeA* came to town in the moaning, t winging theta to ives and chltdAen 
toith them, and ipent the day. Theta, buying, and telling, and loading weae 
all a pant oi the incidental activities o& count week. I can nemmbeA oua 
noon dinnea table duAing couAt, tuAAounded by counties* and casual cousin* 
inom Gneenbank and the Level*. 

A bell in the towen oi the CouAthouse tuimoned the devotee*. Evenyone 
came. Even the dog* made a point oi being poesent. A wateo spaniel, belonging 
to a intend oi mine, answeAed eveAy tolling oi that bell, whetheA his iamily 
wnel oa not. WheneveA the CouAthouse bell Aang, he huAAied to the CouAXAoom. 
He even, attended Teachen's institute until tho*e meeting* weAe moved to the 
High School. He iinally came to be looked, upon as an honoAed membeA oi the 
Boa. 


Ho wondeA Count w a* an integral past oi my Hie, and the Hie oi my intend*: 
Oua iatheas weAe lawyens; oua uncle*, c leAks; and oua *t*teAS, *tenognapheA*. 

Oua houses weAe gAouped aAound the. CouAthouse. We weAe so close to that 
building and the adjacent jail that oua voices cannled easily inom one to the other 
Sometimes they caAAled too easily. An old man who had worked ion us was 
fncquently IncaAceAated because oi his iondness ioA conn llquoA. His coles 
inom the jail window weAe audible, and usually eiilcaclous. "Oh Lond, Oh 
Loc< " He would wall." Come and get me out oi this place." My iatheA and the 
Lond weAe both omniscient In Bill's mind, - only my iatheA was a moAe pAesent 
help, since he Invanlably bailed Bill out, and the Lond, seemingly, neve a paid 
much attention to him. 

We used to bet on the outcome oi thetAlals, and angue oveA oua iatheA*' 
p owens. Each believed hen iatheA to be moAe eloquent and moke peASuasive than 
the otheos. Since they weAe oiten opposed, deiendlng and pnosecuting, we weAe at 
wan, too. One oi my good intends and I battled oveA a mundeA case ion yeans. And 
this day I don't cane whetheA the man was acqulted oa not, I still believe 
ht killed his wiiel 

When we went to count we did not sit back in the benches pnovided ion the 
on lookeA*. Ho sin, we sat up inont with the lawyens. We weAe a pant oi the Cou/ 
Women, Childnen and dogs, all clutlened up the ban. We wene pnetty well behaved, 
on the whole, quiet and attentive ; but not so (Re dogs. Oua TackeJt, and Ma. 

Hill's Rowdy did not cane ion each othen. They weAe both Alnedales, somewhat 
tldtnly and set in theln ways. In the midst o\ an impontant point in a case 
they wine likely to slant gnowling and stalk, stlif - legged, anound each 
othen. Sometimes the light could be avenled, bul occassionaJUy thene woa an 
added atlAaction in the Count Room - an honest to goodness dog fight. It was 
unfortunate, of counse, when these little distunbances bnoke the continuity oi a 
tAAAl. It was often one such fnacas that the judge thneatened to iine my 
fcthiA and Ik. Hill {on contempt of count if 6\ey bAougHX those damn dogs into 
the Court room again. Poon Tack el I he had to be tied upon count days, theneaften 
U meanly bnoke his Meant. 
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Puze day came, and I itcUvexl a prize ion. always being on tone ion my lusonA 

Tht pant oi my musical education I hated most, the iunction that, to me 
uku an agony almost beyond endurance, was the yearly recital. On thi. a *«peAb 
occassion the leu* came to the Opena Hoiue en masse to heart us play. 

An Opena House in a toon oi ten a than two thousand inhabitant a <a a 
distinct anachronism. The title, however, is not in any way, related to fact, 
but, since the gentleman who built the ediiice thuA ianaiully dubbed it, it ia 
alwayA the "Opena House" to a a. How it houses Aome several chevrolets and 
servcA oa a ganage, but it iA a till the Opena HouAe. At diHenent A tag e a in 
tlA career it served in varied capacities. Originally stock companies pernormet 
thene, and amateun theatricals wene prodeced upon its stage. It was in the coi 
oi a rehearsal rfo* the "Pied Pipen oi Hamelin, n to which 1 was lending my 
incomparable histrionic ability in the pant oi a big grey tat, that 7 saw <i. 
shadow oi the wings, a gentleman kiss a young lady. Ton yeans I waited ion the ..i 
surely ionth coming manriage. I am stilt waiting! Basketball games wene play ; 
thenc; the Amusu Theatre pnesented "The Diamond Tnom the Sky" and "The Iron 
Claw, n those wonthy serials oi an eanlien day, within its pontals. Ton a season 
it became a skating rink. When the Presbyterian Chunch uku being nebuilt oun 
services wene held thene and uniontunately, during the chunch ena the signs oi i 
ionwtn occuptations still decorated the building. A cousin oi mine inom Hew 
Vonk, accompanied my mothen to chunch thene one Sunday monning. Beoig poiieMia 
oi a mad and devilish sense oi human he had to be led, choking, inom the "church ' 
upon whose waits he had nead, "Don't spit on the Floon." "Ho reversing," 

Twenty Cents an Houns," "Ho skidding on the connens." "Ho Dnunhs Allowed"! Mi 
mothen was so embannassed 7 doubt ii she has even iongiven him.

Oun recitat, the musical event oi the yean, became a pant o the ententrin< t, 
provided at the Opena House. We, dnessed in oun best and scaned to death, 
shivered in the wings white oun iond and doting panents waited out iront ^oa. 
them prodigies to peniohm. The yearly program was arranged according to ability, 
the beginners appearing iinst and the more skilled players coming, by way ofl cl^rx 
at the end. Heedless to say, I was always one oi the iinst peniormens oi the 
evening. Even when my contemporaries were presenting the grand iinale, J, 
overgrown, au&ward, suiiening an agony oi shyness, stumbled across the stage, ai 
played my tittle "Tra la la la." As the second on the program in a class oi 
twenty odd. Those recitals did something to my souu. I iind I cannot speak o 
Oiem with levity; they leit a permanent sear. 

finally, aiter six long years, and several iruitless rebellious at home, 

I took matters into my own hands. When I was excused irom the school room to 
go to the studio. I liit the schoolroom but, I never did reach my destination.

And their methods 
of proselyting are not always above reproach. Hrs. Alton, an 
Antl-dow of several years standing, was heard voicing dedidedly 
pro-cow sentiments, recently.

hour, should be ashamed of themselves, end glad to return home, 
unseen under cover of darkness. At any rate the young man started 
home, feeling hiB way along the fences. Aa he orapt along the 
oourthouae walk he stumbled and fell over a formidable and lively 
object, a suddenly awakened cow. His screams aroused the town. 

I, myself, have never been a zealous supporter of either 
party. I have tried to remain neutral. I am one of those horrid, 
spineless, creatures who prefer peace at any price. But if I 
am anything, 1 guess I am a pro. Although we haven't owned a 
cow for many years I recollect a delightful parade of my youth.

The situation, already tense, was not lightened when I 
had to otop the car at the next corner and wait while a cow tco 
her leisurely way Rcrone the street.
